the duties of a straw boss. He had been over 
with horses before, and told me that a straw 
boss meant to be in charge of the gang to feed 
the horses and to draw and keep careful check 
of the straw, hay,.oats and bran. Having served 
in the cavalry, this job, as I figured, would be 
regular pie for me. 

In about an hour and a halt's time Pinero had 
selected his straw bosses and divided the men 
into gangs, and assigned us to our quarters on 
the ship. These quarters were between decks 
and very much crowded; the stench was awful.

The atmosphere in that dirty hole turned 
my stomach and I was longing for the fresh air 
of the deck.

A shudder ran through me 
as I answered: Not much.” But I figured out 
that as soon ds I got them, which I knew in a 
very short time would occur, they certainly 
would bother me, but I had to keep a stiff upper 
lip if I wanted to retain their respect anu wy 
authority as straw boss.

One old fellow in my Zang was a troubie mak 
er.

I have been in a cavalry regiment when hur- 
ry-up orders were received to entrain for the 
Mexican border and helped to load 1100 horses 
on trains.

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Post-Dispatch, Some Plain Facts 
and Warns Them Against the 
Apathy That Goes With Over- 
eonfidence.

HAVE from the beginning seen this war as a 
| long war. I wish I could tell you that I be- 

lieve it is nearing its end. But in the light 
of what I know, we must still be prepared for it 
lasting a long time. | 

It is not a pleasant task, that of warning peo- 
ple against letting their wishes be fathers to 
their thoughts. They are always prone to this 
habit. There were far more of the American 
nation who believed the Civil War would be 
short than of those who saw that it was bound 
to last a long time. The latter were laughed at 
and reviled, but the Civil War went on for four 
years. 

It would be easier and more agreeable for me 
to feed people with false anticipation, to lull thém 
with soothing assurances, to lead them to a fool’s 
paradise of misleading beliefs. I have had not 
only during the war, but for years before it 


palatable ‘truth. 

When the feeling of the world was that the 
Prussians must have gone mad to provoke 
France, Russia and England at the same moment, 
I knew that there was a great deal of method 
in their madness. When hopes were cherished 
that the war would be over in three months, I 


made all my personal arrangements to meet a 


continuation of hostilities for several years. When 
the mass of people in England were expecting 
that a huge British army would be ready in the 
spring of 1915 and that its offensive would im- 
mediately clean Belgium and the North of France, 
I was sorrowfully aware of a great many reasons 
why the fulfillment of this expectation was quite 


Impossible.

No credit is due to me for prophetic vision, 
or even for accurate guessing. I did not guess 
or prophesy. I knew. 

I had studied Prussia and the Prussian char- 
acter and the Prussian preparations for war. For 
a number of years I had been watching, traveling, 
reading, listening, marking every move on the 
chess board of European diplomacy, every meas- 
ure, no matter how trifling, adopted by the Prus- 
sian war party with the aim of making their suc- 
cess swift and certain when “the day“ came. 

I knew, therefore, what force lay behind the 
Prussian challenge. And I knew also that a long 
time must elapse before France or England or the 
whole world would be in a position to oppose Ger- 
many with an equal force. 

The English, with a few exceptions, had not 
contemplated taking part in war on the Continent 
of Europe. Blind leaders of the blind had told 
them that so long as they kept up their naval 
power, they had nothing to fear. Lord Roberts 
wore out the last of his waning vitality in a vain 
effort to make them understand why universal 
military service was needed for their security 
and for the security of the world from the disas- 
ter which hung over it. 

French preparations for war were also defective. 
The French army, mobilized by some amazing 
error along the eastern frontier, upon the out-of- 
date assumption that the Germans would attack 
there, was powerless to check Von Kluck’s ad- 
vance through Belgium. The Belgians made a 
splendid effort at Liege. To them is due the 
tirst share of the credit of saving Paris. Seventy 
thousand British troops, helped by the indomita- 
ble French, dichall that men could do to hold back 
the mass of the German forces. The British navy, 
perfectly orgdnized, prevented the landing of 
German troops on the French coast and killed 
the German mercantile marine. But Germany 
gained a great deal of ground at the very start, 
not entirely because of her own strength, but by 
reason largely of the inability of the allies to 
meet her at that period on anything like equal 


terms.

Never at any moment did I doubt that France 
and England and Russia, if they had time be- 
fore irreparable disaster happened, would make 
the effort needed to put themselves on an equality 
with Germany, and even to make themselves 
superior to her in material resources, in the ma- 
chines and engines of slaughter upon which the 
issue of warfare hangs. The victory of the Marne 
gave France and England the time they required. 
They gradually drew themselves up to their full

ERE are, in my personal opinion, at 
least. four methods of meeting sub- 
marine attack which, ‘if they are abso-

Many more methods have beén sug- 
gested. Netting the North Sea, I rule out 
The North Sea is too wide to be netted, Ina 
narrow channel that plan can succeed. The 
North Sea at its narrowest is some 250 
miles. Sending submarines to hunt subma- 
rines is also impracticable as a regular policy. 
British underwater craft have destroyed sev- 
eral U-boats, and one small British vossel 
has been sunk by a German W s tor- 
pedo. 

But in a general way, so long as submarines 
are blind like moles, one might as well set 
one fish to seek another in Lake Superior. 
When they can see under water, the pace will 
be altered. Bombs dropping from airplanes 
may save a bit now and then, but this is a 
method useful only in certain states of weath- 
er and too uncertain at present, though it 
may develop to give steady results. Bulk- 
heading, so as to give torpedoed ships the 
chance of keeping afloat, could only be intro- 
duced easily into cargo vessels; it is un- 
likely that they could keep afloat long enough 
to reach port and so save their cargoes, ‘

The consequence of this was seen early last

A year ago, therefore, the outlook was favor- 
able for the allies. It seemed clear that as soon 
as they could plan and execute a combined of- 
fensive, attacking the enemy on all fronts at the 
same moment, the victory must be theirs. 


That situation has been affected by the changed 
spirit of a certain number of the Russian troops. 
Their foolish yielding to the craze of wind-bag 
idealists, incited and organized by traitors in the 
pay of Prussia, has made it impossible to hope 
for the combined offensive. We may trust still 
that the Russians will recover sufficient vigor to 
keep our enemy forces nailed down to the eastern 
front. The mass of the Russian people is sound 
in mind, and understands the danger to Russia of 
letting the Germans dominate and exploit her, as 
they did commercially and as they tried to do po- 
litically before the war. 
sharp lesson will be taught to the small number 
of Russians who are deluded into the belief that 
the lion and the lamb can. lie down together in 
any other fashion than with the lamb inside the 
lion. But so far as we can judge, Russia is not 
likely to be again an active partner in the anti- 
German alliance, though she may prevent the 
Austrians and a certain few German divisions 
from being used elsewhere.

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‘TEXAS Is NOT PRUSSIA.’’ 


Something ot the spirit ot the late Gov. Fergu- 
son points to some Texas politicians. Following 
the ousting. of the recent Governor, an inquiry 
into all State institutions was ordered. As might 
be expected, this began with a grilling of the 
University of Texas, which caused the downfall 
of Ferguson. The question has been raised. as 
to the relevancy of some of the subjects of in- 
qguiry, but at a recent session at which the 
teachers of economics were witnesses, the ques- 
tion of socialism became uppermost. 

A professor who, perhaps unfortunately, spells 
his name Wolfe, was on the stand. He said that 
in his classes the principles of socialism were 
taught, but not indorsed. He explained that the 
university students were considered as “men and 
women.” He said that “perhaps 25 per cent of 
the faculty indorsed “State Socialism,” which 
was defined as “State ownership of many util- 
ities,” but he denied that any faculty member 
classed himself as a Socialist. 

Then the examination took a quick turn and he 
was asked if Mrs. Wolfe did not entertain a wom- 
an who inferentlally criticised the President by 
appearing as a suffrage picket at the White 
House. He answered: 

I do not see what that has to do with my 
position at the University. Mrs. Wolfe is a 
free agent. If this country has reached a 
point where the President cannot be criticised 
on any point, it is a dangerous condition.

CEMENT RIVER BARGES. 

Ships constructed of cement have withstood 
preliminary tests and several vessels of the type 
are reported in process of building in various por- 
tions of the world. It is conceivable, however, 
that cement vessels might not be adequate to all 
strains imposed on them in ocean service and still 
be a valuable sort of craft for use on rivers and 
canals where requirements, though severe, are 
less exacting than those of salt water. 

The Federal Shipping Board has now under 
consideration an order for 26 cement boats for 
what is described as service on “inland waters.” 
Two of them are to. be cement tugs and 24 cement 
barges. That is about the number of craft the 
board has been asked to furnish for use on the 
Mississippi during the coming year. 

A practical type of cement boat would solve 
problems for us on the rivers. They are cheap, 
may be rapidly constructed and utilize materials 
not now rendered scarce because of war demands.

SOLDIERS AND 


OME of our readers are not altoghetr satisfied 
with the explanation of why our soldiers like 
poetry which appeared in this column a few 

days ago, and we are not sure that anybody can ex- 
plain it. The best treatment of the subject we have 
seen anywhere is the preface to ‘‘Soldier Songs,’’ by 
Patrick MacGill. Writing from the battle front in 
Flanders, MacGill gave to the literature of the war 
this interesting exposition of what soldiers like: 

Tou have often asked me what are the favorite 

songs of the soldier in active service, the rythmed 
lines which give expression to his soul. It is diffi- 
cult to give an answer. The mere words are dud 
shells which drop harmlessly to earth close to their 
objective. The soldier and his song cannot be sep- 
arated from their surroundings. 
Let me explain and quote in illustration an inci- 
dent which occurred a few weeks ago. A ceftain 
regiment, which glories in the name of the Old Die- 
hards, sent a draft to the London Irish, and the new- 
comers attached to our battalion became part of the 
unit’s fighting strength. Sixty per cent of the draft 
were old sweats, men who have fought well on many 
a bloody field and added by prowess of arms numerous 
honors to their old beloved regiment. They had 
shared their last crust with hearty comrades in last 
retreat from Mons; they had battled side by side 
with their comrades on the Marne; and wept over 
their graves by the Aisne. 

‘<The circumstances of war strengthen the spirit- 
de-corps of a soldier, and I am not far wrong in stat- 
ing that pride of regiment in an old sweat is much 
stronger than love of country. On the evening of 
their arrival these veterans sat in their huts and 
sang the song of the Old Diehards. Mere diggerel 
the verse, the words fatuous, and the singing not. 
above reproach. But the song touched the hearts of 
the audience; the listeners were old sweats who had 
songs of their own. 

I listened I thought of the children of Israel, 
who hung their harps on the willows and mourned for | 
Babylon. The feeling engendered in a man when a 
futile shell drops close to to him and fails to explode 
is difficult to make manifest in cold words; but it is 4 
even more difficult to give an adequate idea of the 
impression created in the hearts of those who listened 
to the song of the Old Diehards. The soldiers have 
songs of their own, songs of the march, songs of 
the trench, the billet and battle. Their origin is lost, 
the songs have arisen like old folk tales, spontaneous 
choruses that voice the moods of a moment and of 
many Moments monotonously alike. Most of the 
verse is of no import; the crowd has no sense of 
poetic values; it is the singing alone which gives ex- 
pression to the sojdier’s soul. ‘Tipperary’ means 
home when it is sung in a shell-shattered billet; on 
the long march ‘Tipperary’ is Berlin, the goal of high 
emprise and great adventures, 

Let me speak of a few songs which we sing. This 
is our idea of the peace which may follow our years 
of War:

We're going to live in Dover,

For the next couple of days noth- 


ing of importance happened. 
About four days out of Bordeaux 


one of the large steam pipes in the 
In this hold there 


lower hold burst. 
were 64 horses. The engineer of the 
ship tried to repair the break, but it 
was almost worth a man’s life.to go 
down there in that hissing and scald- 
ing steam. The cries of the horses 
went straight to my heart. All we 
could do was to turn streams of 
cold salt water from three pair of 
hose into the hold, thus trying to 


keep the heat down and save as 


many horses as possible. 

Why the engmeer did not shut off 
the steam I don’t know. I noted this 
fact in my report. After about four 
hours the steam was shut.off and the 
two foremen, Doc Casey and my- 
self, followed by 12 other men, went 
into the hold. I will never forget 
the sight as long as I live. Nearly 
every one of the horses was dead, 
and those which still remained alive 
had to be shot. Some of them were 
practically boiled alive. The weather 
was hot, and it was not long before 
the rotting bodies of the horses made 
the stench on board unbearable. We 
had to get these bodies out. Long 
tackles were rigged up, a chain 
around the neck of a dead horse, and 
I worked the winch. The bodtes 
were snaked along the passageway 
in the hold and up to the hatch. 
Some of the bodies would not hold 
together, and it was a common sight 
to see a dead horse suspended in 


the air by his hind leg drop suddenly 


into the hold below, leaving the leg 
hanging to the tackle. 

Every horse sent to France is 
branded with a different brand. They 


have a system of indexing them. As 


each dead horse was snaked to the 
upper deck, Doc had to stoop over 
and make a note of the brand before 
the horse was thrown overboard. 

As the dead horses were dropped 
over the side, a resounding splash 
could be heard and the water was 
churned: into a foamy white as the 
body momentarily sank from view. 
Then the bloated body of the horse 
would reappear and disappear in the 
wake of the ship, the sea gulls hover- 
ing and screaming around it. 

The grub on that ship was awful, 
and a day out of Bordeaux the gang 
of horsemen refused to work. The 
foreman mustered them on the main 
deck, and standing on the bridge let 
out about 20 minutes of religion and 
advice in their direction. The whole 
gang immediately got religious and| 
returned to their duties. 

I was heartily sick and disgusted 
with the rest of the trip because the 
stench was awful, there being about 
12 dead horses that we could not 
get out. 

Just outside of the entrance of the 
river leading to Bordeaux, a small. 
rakish boat, flying thea tri-color of 
France, came alongside. We hove to 
and up the gangplank came three 
French officers. They were closeted 
with the captain of the ship and-our 
foreman, and after about 20 min- 
utes, left and we continued on our 
coup 


the banks were only about 20 feet 
away. We could see the French 
women tilling their fields. As we 
went by these workers stopped and 
waved their hands in the air to us, 
and we wawed back. It was my first 
Bight of France, and I was not in 
any way disappointed. It lived up 
to my expectations. 

A little farther up the river we 
came to a large dock where ships 
were loading and unloading cargoes, 


and a thrill passed through me as I 


saw my first batch of German prison- 
ers at work. These were immense 
fellows, nearly every one being six 
feet or over. They were guarded by 
little French soldiers, averaging 


about five feet five inches, with a 


long rifle, bayonet fixed. This rifle, 
in comparison with the Frenchmen, 
looked like a telegraph pole. The 
soldiers had on the old blue over- 
coats, the tails buttoned back, pattern 
of 1871. 

As we passed the German prisoners 
they scowled at us, and we, feeling 
quite safe on the deck, yelled back 
insults at them. One big Irishman, 
right near me, took great glee in 
jumping up and down on the hatch- 
way and running his finger across his 
throat. This seemed to enrage the 
prisoners and they yelled something 
in German. The Irishman must have 
understood it because he let out a 
volley of curses in return. The 
French sentries seemed to enjoy this 
barrage of insults and did not in any 
way attempt to curtail the prisoners’ 
remarks. This, at the time, struck 
me as depicting a remarkable sense 
of fairness, and later on, during my 
service on the western front, I found 
out that the Frenchman in all his 
dealings is fair and just. 

Pretty soon the prisoners faded out 
of sight and we came alongside the 
dock at Bordeaux. I was all eager- 
ness and strained my eyes so as not 
to miss the least thing. The dock 
was full of French Cavalrymen, 
hurrying to and fro. Huge Turcos, 
black as the ace of spades, with white 
turbans on their heads, were majesti- 
cally striding about. 

After we warped into the dock and 
made fast, our work was over. We 
had nothing te do with the unload- 
ing of the horses. The French caval- 
rymen came aboard with a bunch of 
cavalry halters hanging over their 
arms. It was a marvel to see with 
what ease and efficiency that ship 
was unloaded. The condition of the 
horses was pitiful. They could hard- 
ly bend their legs from § stiffness. 
They would hobble down the gang- 
plank and stand trembling on the 
dock. In about a minute or so they 
would stretch their necks way up 
into the air and seem to be taking 
long breaths of the pure air. Then 
they started to whinny. They were 
calling backward and forward to 
each other. Even though I did not 
understand horse language, I knew 
exactly Went they were saying. They 
were thanking their horse God for 
their deliverance from that hell ship, 
and were looking forward to green 
pastures and a good roll in the dirt. 
Pretty soon you could see them bend 
their forelegs and lie down on the 
dock; then try to roll over. It was 
pitiful; some of them did not have 
the strength to turn over and they 


feebly kicked. Pretty soon the whole 


| dock was a mass of rolling horses,

I do not know 
to this day what became of that 


LOSSES BY FLOOD IN CHINA 
ESTIMATED AT. $200,000,000 


Hundreds of Thousands Destitute in 

Tientsin and U. S. Troops Are 

Aiding in Relief. 7 

TIENTSIN, Dec. 1.—Two hundred 
million dollars is the estimated 
amount of property loss from the 
great floods which have swept over 
North China within the last two 
months and finally engulfed this city 
in an inland sea which threatens to 
remain at a standstill and work fur- 
ther damage by freezing. 

Chinese Government railways have 
already expended several millions of 
dollars in repairing damages. The 
Pekin-Hankow railway is now able 
to handle through business between 
the two cities by the use of a ferry 
across the Puto River. 

Tientsin, with its 1,000,000 inhabi- | 
tants, a great majority of whom are | 
coolies dependent upon export trade | 
for employment, faces a terrible | 
crisis. In addition to the resident 
population this city has also become | 
the refuge center for a great popula- 
tion which fled here from the inun- 
dated rural sections of North China. 
More than 50,000 refugees from out- 
side points have already applied for 
assistance. 

The American Red Cross has ap- 
propriated $50,000 for immediate re- 
lief work and the American troops in 
Tienstin, under command of Col. Si- 
gerfoos, are in charge of a model 
camp which will accommodate 5000 
refugees. This camp was built under J

Home Again but Dissatisfied. 


Two days afterward I again 
reached Bordeaux, and shipped to 
New York on the French liner Ro- 
chambeaux. Upon arriving in New 
York I reported to the Frenchman 
who had sent me over. He was very 
courteous, and as I reached out to 
shake hands with him, he placed 
both hands on my shoulders and 
kissed me on the right and left 
cheek. I was dumfounded, blushed 
all over, and after receiving the pay 
that was due me, I left. 

I think I could have bé@rne an- 
other trip across with horses, but 
that being kissed upon my return 
completely got my goat. 

I went back to the routine of my 
office, but everything had lost color 
and appeared monotonous. I believe 
I had left my heart in France, and 
I felt mean and small, eating three 
square meals a day and sleeping on 
a soft bed, when the armies on the 
other side were making the world's 
history.

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‘ARCHAIC’ WAR METHODS 
ATTACKED BY LECTURER 


Charles Zuehlin Urges That 
Science and Modern Tactics 
Be Applied to Fighting. 


Severe condemnation of “archaic” 
methods in use in American and 
British naval and military schools 
was expressed by Charles Zueblin, 
Boston author and lecturer, in an 
address Friday night at Sheldon Me- 
morial. He said conscription was the 
only way to win the war, but that 
not enough men had been drafted. 
‘The lecture was heard by about 500 
persons. 

“How can we hope to play our 
part in world organization,” he said, 
“while West Point and Annapolis are 
100 years behind Tuskegee in fitting 
their students for their life’s work? 
The curricula of our greatest mili- 
tary schools have not been modified 
to meet the changes caused by the 
revolution in modern strategy. While 
the Anglo-Saxon takes pride in the 
capture of a village, the Teuton takes 
Rumania, invades Italy and holds 
Gallipoli. 

“Drillmaster Blocks Way.” 

“Britain has been throttled by Ox. 
ford and Cambridge; we are handi- 
capped by West Point and Annapolis. 
Not that discipline is not gzood—tther«e. 
ix none better. But the old drillmas- 
ter blocks the way of the scientist, 
just as the classicist defies the sci- 
entist in the English universities. The 
best students at West Point are se 
zocted for the engineering corps, but 
the engineers are not allowed to in- 
terfere with the archaic methods of 
the early nineteenth century drill- 
master. 

“The same type of mind that 
fought the war of 1812 is trying to 
impose universal military training on 
the country. What we want is some- 
thing to beat Prussia. We cannot 
get that by imitation; we must get it 
by initiations. Let us draft all our 
youth—not 25 per cent of them. They 
all have to serve; why train only the 
{ttest young men? If we have ro 
ideas not ‘made in Germany,’ we 
can neither beat Germany nor lead 
the world to peace.

Mitchell Palmer, allen property cus - 
todian, today notified all holders of 
enemy property and securities in 
this country to make a complete 
sworn report of such holdings to him 
before Dec. 5. 

Corporations, companies and trus- 
tees issuing shares of certificates 
representing beneficial interests also 
were directed to file a sworn list of 
officers, directors and stockholders. 
known or believed to be enemies or 
allies of the enemy, together. with 
thé amount of their interests. 

Palmer denied reports that enemy 
properties custodians would be ap- 
pointed for each State. He said he 
would designate depositories in a 
large number of -cfties to handle 
bonds, stocks and otther securities, 
and that they would collect incomes 
and make payments for administra- 
tive expenses, taxes, insurance. sand 
making quarterly reports to him and 
remitting the net income at period-. 
ical times. He said that there will 
be no general depository in one city 
or.State for property in that locality, 
nor will there be any branch offices 
of the alien property custodian. .

According to the defense's claim, 
the shooting resulted from a con- 
tention regarding the custody of 
John LE. De Saulles Jr., 4% years 
old. 

Boy “Borrowed” By Father. 

The defense maintains’ that on 
August 3, the date: of.the shooting. 
De Saulles “borrowed” the boy, 
who was then in his mother’s care, 
explaining that the boy’s grand- 
father, Maj. A. H. De Saulles, of 
South Bethlehem, Pa., was going to 
visit. his home on that date. The 
defense declares De Saulles promised 
to return the boy to his mother’s 
home early the same evening. 

Mrs. De Saulles, on the witness 
stand, declared that when her for- 
mer husband failed to keep this 
promise, she called an automobile 
and drove across five miles of coun- 
tryside to De Saulles’ home, hoping 
to regain possessjon of her son. 

When she reached De Saulles’. res- 
idence, the defense alleges the moth- 
er found De Saulles, whom a servant 
had informed her over the telephone 
short time previously, was not at 


home; she demanded her boy be 


returned to her custody and that. 


upon the father’s refusal to accede, 
a mental blankness overcame her, 
during which she committed the 


i shooting. 


Mrs. De Saulles téspified that she 
recovered consciousness to find her- 
self a prisoner in the Nassau County 
jail, ten days later. 

Sheriff Alarmed By Action. 
Witnesses called by the defense 
said Mrs. De Saulles’ actions imme- 
diately after the tragedy . gave 
grounds for belleving she was not ra- 
tional. Sheriff Seaman said her con- 
duct alarmed him and that he was 
afraid she would harm herself. 

, When the jail physician examined 
the prisoner the morning follwing 
the shooting, he addressed a note to, 
the sheriff declaring it would “not 
be wise in view of Mrs. De Saulles’ 
“mental condition and extreme nerv- 
ousness' to confine her to a cell. 

Witnesses called by the prosecu- 
tion, however, testified that by giv- 
ing attention to such things as 
“lawyers, maids and money” and by 
stating “I'm glad that I did it—lI 
hope he dies,“ and by giving instruc- 
tions that the police be called, Mrs. 
De Saulles indicated she was of 
sound mind immediately after the 
tragedy. 

These witnesses also said that 
upon entering De Saulles’ home, the. 
defendant ignored her son who was 
then coming downstairs near her. 
and passed on to the room in which 
she found her husband. This testi- 


mony wus introduced to offset the 


claim of the defense that Mrs. De. 
Salles went to “The Box for the 
one purpose of obtaining possession 
of her boy. 

Uterhart’s Summing. Up. 

“We now reach the end of this 
long and important case,“ said At- 
torney Uterhart in beginning his 
summing up at the afternoon ses- 
sion. Early in his address Uterhart 
indicated the testimony of Julius 
Hademek, De Saulles’ valet, would 
be emphasized to show that the de- 
fendant went to The Box“ in the 
hope of gaining possession of her 
son and not to shoot De Saulles. 

Hademek testified that De Saulles 
was standing at his side and told him 
to tell Mrs. de Saulles that he was 
out—that he would not be back for 
an hour—when the defendant tele- 
phoned to The Box“ to inquire about 
her son, the attorney pointed out. 
“That starts the State’s case with a 
lie,” he shouted. 

Alter quoting extensively from 
Hademek's testimony, which he said) 
was “in perfect accord” with the sto- 
ries told by other witnesses, Uter- 
hart said the fact that Mrs. de Saul- 
les called D. Stewart Iglehardt, an 
old friend of her family, and asked 
him to accompany her on the night 
of the tragedy was “proof positive“ 
that she started the trip with no 
idea of committing a crime. 

Tells of Wife’s Love for De Saulles. 

In explanation of Mrs. de Saulles 
having the revolver when she went 
to the home, Uterhart said it was 
natural that she should take some- 
thing along for her protection on 
such a lonely errand. She said De 
Saulles had given her the revolver 
years ago and advised her to keep it 
with her as she would be alone 
much of the time. 

The attorney accused de Saulles of. 
fraud and larcency in discussing the 
means to which he Is alleged to have 
resorted to in order to get possession 
of his wife's property. 

Regarding an assertion by the 
prosecution that Mrs. de Saulles for 
four years refused to live with her 
husband, Uterhart said: - . 

“She followed him. all over the 
world trying to live with him—that’s 
What she wanted to do-—to live with 
him— but he was always ahead of 
her, moving for some new place.“ 

“Her boy was the only thing she 
saved out of the wreck of her mar- 
ried life,” continued Uterhart after 
dwelling at length on Mrs. de Saul- 
les’ alleged domestic troubles. ‘Her 
money was nearly all gone; her hus- 
band was gone. her lover was gone 
then she found that his father was 
trying to take her boy away from 
her, ee 

Brain Diseasc Not Disproved. 

Uterhart maintained that the lo- 
cation of the bullet wound was con- 
clusive that De Saulles was facing 
the defendant when she began firing 
at him. He likewise insisted that 
Mrs. de Saulles“ actions following 
the shooting were not those of a 
person who deliberately had com- 
mitted a crime and*who knew what 
she was doing. He calied attention |

SCANDINAVIAN RULERS AGREE 
TO MAINTAIN NEUTRALITY 


Desire Reciprocity to Aid Each Oth- 
er With Merchandise During 
War Also Expressed. 

CHRISTIANIA, Dec. 1.—Ths 
Kings of Norway, Denmark and 
Sweden at their conference here, 
says an official statement, reached 
an agreement on the following 
points: 

1. By reason of the harmony 
existing between the three coun- 
tries, however long the war may last 
and whatever form it may take, the 
cordial relations and mutual confi- 
dence of the three kingdoms shall 
be maintained. 

2 In conformity with the previ- 
ous declarations ahd policies of the 
three countries, it is the full inten- 
tion of their. Governments each for 
itself to observe the utmost degree 
of neutrality toward all belligerent 
Powers. 

3. The desire is expressed re- 
ciprocally to aid one another with 
merchandise during the present dif- 
ficulties and special representatives 
are to meet immediately to facilitate 
the exchange of merchandise. 

An agreement also was reached 
regarding the continuation of pre- 
paratory measures toward safe- 
guarding the common interests of 
neutrals during and after the war.

Lord Lansdowne’s proposal is for 
a peace or defeat for the allies and 
of victory for Germany.

Such @ peace 
would leave: the liberty-loving na- 
tions of mankind at the ultimate 
mercy of the triumphant militarism 
and capitalism of the German autoc- 
racy. 

It merely makes such a peace 
worse to try to hide the shame of the 
defeat behind the empty pretense of 
forging a league of nations, includ- 
ing Germany, to secure future peace. 
Such a peace would mean that Ger- 
many saw her unspeakable brutal- 
ity and treachery crowned by essen- 
tial triumph and therefore would put 
a premium upon her repeating the 
brutality and treachery at the earliest 
convenient moment. It is mere hy- 
pocrisy to promise to put a stop to 
wrongdoing in the future unless we 
are willing to undergo the labor and 
peril necessary to stop wrongdoing 
in the present. In our own country 
nothing but harm was done by the 
worthy persons who, a couple of 
years ago, formed a league to en- 
force peace in the future, while at 
the same time they nervously de- 
clared that they would have nothing 
to do with enforcing peace by stop- 
ping international wrong in the 
present.

BERNE, Oct. 30.-—Switzerland has 
at last attacked the problem of 
economizing its meager coal supply. 
It has begun none too soon and ap- 
parently none too strenuously, for 
Germany’s initial delivery for Sep- 
tember under the new economic 
agreement has fallen many thou- 
sands of tons short of the promised 
minimum of 200,000. It is secant sat- 
isfaction for Switzerland that its loan 
to Germany is reduced accordingly. 
In anticipation of having to strug- 


Ile along with 200,000 tons or less 


of coal a month—the Swiss Govern- 
ment has cut to the bone the rail- 
road traffic, raised rates and made 
it so difficult and so expensive to 


a travel that only necessity is apt to 


induce a Swiss to move from one 
part of his tiny country to another. 
The Government also has issued 
drastic regulations governing heat- 
ing. The sale of certain types of 
electric stoves has been forbidden, 
while electricians have been forbid- 
den to install new switches and lines 
such as would be necessary for util- 
izing stoves.

not exceed a certain degree. Res- 


taurants and cafes have to lop off 
the best two hours of their business 
by early closing, and are forbidden 
to serve warm meals before 9 in the 
morning. 

Switzerland also is running short 
of food. Of flour and breadstuffs 
she has just enough, on the 250- 
grams-a-day-per-person basis now 
in force, to last until late in the win- 
ter. Unless America pérmits the ex- 
port of wheat in some 
Switzerland will soon have to. drop 
to 100 grams a day.

All were in favor of continuing 
the game. 

Still the Supreme Pessimist refused 
to yield and admit that under PRES- 
ENT conditions, baseball has a chance 
and a mighty good one at that. He 
pictured in doleful, drab colors, the 
havoc wrought by the draft, simul- 
taneously exclaiming that unless 
wholesale exemptions are granted, 
the summonses for service in the na- 
tional army will so lower the quality 
of play offered that next season's 
games will be travesties on the na- 
tional sport.

OPEN STYLE OF FOOTBALL 
HAS LESSENED DANGERS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—The open 
style of play in college football, in- 
stead. of the smashing game which 
rapidly is being discarded, has elimin- 


ated much of the danger, in the opin- 
ion of Fred L. Murphy, a former Yale 
star, now coach at Northwestern Uni- 
versity. The players, he said, also are 
better protected through improved, 
heavily-padded uniforms and head- 
gears. 

“Lack of proper training and physi- 
cal condition is the greatest menace 
to the game,“ Coach Murphy said to- 
day.

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Charley White, 
Noted Pugilistic 
Referee Is Dead 


Man Who Officiated in Willard- 
Moran Bout, Passes Away 
in East. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—Charley 
White, widely known boxing ref- 
eree, who had been ill for a long 
time with a complication of dis- 
eases, died at his home here to- 
night. 

White was the most prominent 
referee of pugilistic contests in thts 
country, and in nearly all the big 
events when championships changed 
hands or were successfully defended 
in-the Eastern states, he was ‘‘the 
third man in the ring.“ 

The last big contest in this vicinity 
where White was the arbiter was the 
Willard-Moran contest at Madison 
Square Garden, March 25, 1916. He 
was at the ringside when Johnson de- 
feated Jeffries at Reno, Nev., in 1910, 
as alternate referee in case anything 
should have prevented Tex Rickard, 
the promoter of the fight, from com- 
pleting his duties as the arbiter of 
that bout. 

Fifty-two years ago White was 
born in this city and was a life-long 
resident of the Seventh Ward. He 
was affiliated with athletics from his 
schoolboy days and in 1887 „founded 
the Clinton Athletic Club on Cherry 
street. 

Danny O’Brien, a member of this 
club, won the first lightweight cham- 
pionship of the Amateur Athletic 
Union, which was organized in 1888.

Recommendations tor additional 
expenditures of $3,601,300 in con-

000 occupy large parts in the annual 
report of C. E. Smith, consulting 
engineer of the Department of Public 
Utilities, issued yesterday. 

Engineer Smith devotes 27 type- 
written pages to a consideration of 
the “compromise” ‘suggested by the 
United Railways, which would guar- 
antee the company a 3l-year fran- 
chise and exemption from the mill 
tax-and all other license or occupa- 
tion taxes. 

The first proposition made by the 
United Railways, on Nov. 22, 1916, 
asking for a settlement“ with the 
city, is repeated in full in Smith’s 
report, and on his own account he 
adds tables to show the amount of 


taxes the company pays, its income, | 


expenses and capitalization. There 
are included also summaries of the 
arrangements“ that have been made 
between Cleveland, Philadelphia, 
Kansas City, Des Moines and Min- 
neapolis and the respective street 
railway corporations operating in 
those cities. 
No Franchise Suggestion. 


Smith makes no recommendation 
az to the sort of franchise that the 
United Railways should receive, but 
repeats his explanation of the way 
in which he reached $60,000,000 as 
a valuation of the company's prop- 
erties. A summary of this has al- 
ready been published in the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Smith recommends that the city 
provide at once for a connection with 
the Alton & Southern Railway and a 
crossing of that company’s tracks at 
the end of the east railroad approach 
of the Free Bridge, to afford other 
roads easier access. He says that ne- 
gotiations for the necessary right of 
way should begin at once. 

Property ought also to be acquired, 
Smith suggests, for a connection by 
which the Illinois Transfer Railway 
could connect with the bridge at 
Nineteenth. street, in St. Louis, and 
for another from the bridge to Val- 
ley Junction to accommodate several 
lines. entering East St. Louis from 
the south and southeast. -He recom- 
mends. a connection with the Ter- 
minal tracks at the west end of the 
bridge, “near Eighth and Gratiot 
streets, and a southern approach ex- 
tending to Barton street. 

The southern approach is recom- 
mended as a means of connecting the 
Manufacturers’ (Busch) railroad, the 
St. Louis. Transfer. Railway, now 
owned by the city, and the Missouri 
Pacific. All these various connec- 
tions and approaches will cost $1,- 
101,300, Smith estimates. This total

Clearing Yard Proposed. 

“The interest controlling the mu- 
nicipal bridge—that is, the city— 
should own and control a clearing 
yard at the east end of the bridge, 
together .with a belt around East St.

“Stamp tax must be paid by the 
person who signs or issues the tax- 
able instrument, or sells the prop- 
erty carried thereby. The validity 
of a nonstamped document is not 
affected, but the person o issues 
and the person who accepts a tax- 
able paper without the full amoun*t 
of tax stamp affixed are liable to a 
fine of $100 for each offense.”

~ receive nothing It was long lost will of James M. Smith, 
late millionaire planter, whose $3,000,000 N 
been fought over in courts for two years 


AGE Diogenes! Here's an honest man! 
If things mundane are known to the 
spirits of the departed, this call should 
now be resounding along the Styx, and 
at last bringing contentment to the 
ancient sage who, despite the blaze of his 
lantern at noonday, died without ever 
discovering a man of perfect integrity. 

The hero whom Athens, Greece, could not unearth, 
has been revealed at Athens, Ga. His name is J. O. 
Mitchell. The tremendous act of rectitude accom- 
plished by him might cause heart failure to many per- 
sons if announced to them suddenly. So it will be 
safer to lead up to ft gradually. 

About two years ago there died in Oglethorpe County, 
Ga., an eccentric old millionaire planter named James 
M. Smith, usually known as “Silent Jim” Smith. He 
was one of the great plantation squires of the South, 
owning a large part of Oglethorpe County, besides spa- 
cious acres in adjoining counties. He possessed a pri- 
vate railroad for transporting his crops. In a public 
way his life was conspicuous. Famous as a cotton 
planter on a vast scale, he was also a man of high 
visibility in politics, serving in the Legislature and 
once running for Governor, but being defeated. He 
dwelt in baronial splendor on his estate, which was 
named “Smithonia” and entertained so lavishly that 
he built a hotel on his plantation to accomodate his 
guests. 

But privately he shrouded himself in impenetrable 
mystery. He never told any of his friends who his 
parents or relatives were. Over his past he drew a 
veil which was never raised. He never suffered a 
photograph of himself to be taken, and it was thought 
this was a precaution against possible identification. 
He was never married. And finally, it was supposed, 
he attempted to clinch the mystery forever by failing 
to make a will. 

When the news spread that Smith had died intes- 
tate, but leaving a fortune estimated at $3,000,000, it 
appeared as if half the population of the United 
States bearing the name of Smith arose as one man 
for a drive’ upon the fortune. Claimants came from 
seven or more states, the various factions hired the 
best legal talent, and both State: and Federal courts 
were besieged. 

Finally, by a process of 1 the claimants 
were reduced to a few who could genuinely prove their 
kinship to the dead planter. One of these was Mrs. 
J. O. Mitchell, wife of the man in whom Diogenes would 
rejoice. As a niece of “Silent Jim” Smith, it was esti- 
mated that, on the division of the estate, her share 
would be about half a million dollars, a sum for which 
not a few persons would commit arson, mayhem and 
murder. 

A few days ago her husband was searching in a heap 
of refuse papers in the attie at Smithonia, when he 
came upon a plain, unmarked envelope. Opening it 
idly, he glanced at its contents, and was electrified 
at being confronted suddenly with a problem compared 
with which the Choice of Hercules was as a sum in 
simple_addition. 

He had by accident run upon the long lost will of 
James M. Smith! It was dated Dec. 4, 1885, just 32 
years ago. It was signed with the authentic handwrit- 
ing of the planter, and was executed in perfect legal 
form, with three men named as witnesses. 


It required little more than a glance for Mitchell 
to recognize that if this will were ever published, his 
wife’s half-million dollars would be gone glimmering 


_ forever. The two chief beneficiaries named were Rob- 


ert A. Smith and John T. Smith, sons of a half-brother 
of James M. Smith, whose existence had not been 
known to the planter’s friends. Several collateral rela- 
tives, tenants, servants and personal friends were list- 
ed for small individual benefactions, totaling altogether 
less than $50,000. The name of Mrs. J. O. Mitchell was 
not on the list. 

Mitchell was alone in the attic. No one but himself 
knew of the existence of this document. It could eas- 
ily be destroyed without leaving a trace. By yielding 
to the tempter, he could make it sure that Mrs. Mitch- 
ell would be enriched by $500,000. By repelling the 
temptation he could make it sure that she would not 
receive a cent from the Smith estate. 

Without hesitation J. O. Mitchell put the will in his 
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pochet, took a train for Elberton, and turned the docu- 

ment over to Judge D. W. Meadow, the only survivor 

of the four men named as executors. The will was 
filed the same day in the court at Lexington. 

An investigation: showed that both Robert A. Smith 
and John T. Smith were dead. The latter left no chil- 
dren, but the former had a daughter, Mrs. Fannie 
Smith Sheehan, wife of a mill superintendent at Craw- 
ford. Under the Georgia laws, she becomes the chief 
heir, and will receive the entire Smith fortune, minus 
the. small total of individual legacies. She is a half- 
grandniece of James M. Smith. : 


With a blood relationship so remote, Mrs. Sheehan, 
in the natural course of things, could have expected 
only a minor part of the estate. Mrs. Mitchell herself 
was of closer kin to the planter, being a niece. Then, 
as the will revealed, there was a half-sister of Squire 
Smith, a Mrs. Jones; and two half-brothers, John L. 
Smith and George Smith. According to the testament, 
Mrs. Jones is to receive $10,000 and the half-brothers 
$5000 each. 

The will was unhesitatingly received as authentic. 
An abrupt end was brought to the many law cases in- 
volving the disposition of the estate. The administra- 
tors appointed by the courts at once turned over the 
property to Judge Meadows. The other executors named 
in the will are all dead—Judge Alexander Erwin and 
the two half-brothers, Robert A. and John T. Smith. 
The bulk of the moneys obtained by the appointed ad- 
ministrators through the sale of plantations, lots and 
other properties, will be turned over to Mrs. Sheehan. 


She will owe her good fortune entirely to the honesty 
of a rival aspirant to a part of the estate. There is 
nothing easier than to destroy a piece of paper, but to 
J. O. Mitchell it was harder to do so than to give up, 
in his wife’s behalf, the ease, security and luxury which 
$500,000 would bestow. It is small wonder that the 
Georgia newspapers are acclaiming him as the most 
honest man in the State.“ One would not be aston- 
ished if Prof. Hyslop informed us that Diogenes and 
his fellow cynics are celebrating “high jinks’” on the 
banks of Acheron. 

But it is scarcely to be expected that Mitchell is 
very popular among the hordes of claimants who 
pressed forward to get a finger in the Smith estate. 

When it was believed that the fortune was left hang- 
ing in the air, to be plucked by anyone proving his 
claim to it, crowds of Smiths arose with outstretched 
hands in Georgia, North Carolina, Florida, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Illinois and Arkansas. The contests of the 
various groups filled the Georgia courts with clamor 
for two years. 

One battalion claimed to be cousins of various de- 
grees, nephews and nieces of the deceased millionaire. 


* * a * 
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The fact that he had never displayed the slightess 
recognition of their existence did not abash them in 
the least. Each group had a different genealogy — 
for “Silent Jim“ Smith; each produced the names of | 
various couples declared to have been his parents. 

Hundreds of others, despite the fact that Squire 
Smith was never married, laid claim to him as their — 
father. They were not discouraged by the fact that 
the Georgia law holds that illegitimate children can- 
not inherit, unless specifically designated as heirs 
in a legal will. 

At the court. hearings, numerous witnesses, hoping 
to substantiate their claims to know something of 
the planter’s past, brought up unsavory evidence. One, 
testifying at Macon, asserted that to his own knowl- 
edge, Smith got his start by robbing a wagon train 
containing gold, with which Jefferson Davis was trying 
to escape after the war. Historical wiseacres declared 
that such a treasure was actually looted near Wash- — 
ington, Ga. and that the thief was never detected. 


Others stated that after the war Smith appeared 
in Northern Georgia as a peddler, trading moonshine 
whisky for thread spun at the factories in and near 
Athens. His profits were declared to be enormous, 
About 1880 he began buying land and planting: comp 
ton, obtaining great earnings through renting ch 
convict labor. He died suddenly on the afternoon 
Dec. 11, 1915. 

Two leading theories as to Smith's parentage enn 


was that he was the son of Zadoc and Phoebe Smith, 
and its adherents pointed triumphantly to two tomb- 
stones on the Smith estate which bore these names. 
Rivals to this group reported that when Smith was 
running for Governor he thought it wise to supply 
himself with parents, and got two tombstones, had 
these fictitious names carved on them and set them 
up on his land. | 

The other theory was that he was the son of Wil- 
Ham and Lucinda Smith of Concord County, Ga., and 
its adherents declared that a copy of a tintype of a 
son of William and Lucinda Smith was found in the 
library at Smithonia. The “Zadoc Smith Smiths” re- 
plied that the “Concord Smiths” bad “planted” this 
picture in the library with the hope of prunes 
a case for themselves.

After a short and disastrous struggle against the sa- 
_lwbrity of the neighborhood, the young man, on the 
verge of starvation, took down his shingle and hied 
him to a girls’ seminary in Stamford, Conn., where 
de became an instructor in French. There he fell in 
love with an American girl, Miss Mary E. Plummer of 
Durand, Wis., who was a student at the institution. 
‘They were married in New York in 1869, and the bride’s 
wealthy uncle, who had higher prospects for his ward 
than a union with a poor French tutor, vowed to cut 
her off without a cent, which threat he faithfully ful- 
filled. 


The years have passed, and now, for the second 
time in career, the hapless French doctor finds 
himself master of the French republic in the office of 
Premier. Time has brought him international fame 
with such striking nicknames as the Tiger,“ The 
Wrecker of Ministries” and The Man With the Terrible 
Tongue.” Another of his nicknames is “The Yankee 
Tutor.” For the name which hung on the sign in 
Twelfth street was that of Georges Benjamin Eugene 
_ Clemenceau. 

He arriyed at the rulership of France today through 
his customary device of smashing a ministry. This 
was the Painleve Cabinet, which came to wreck upon 
the Bolo Pascha incident. It is said that in his time 
Clemenceau has demolished almost a score of minis- 
tries. These feats he has accomplished mostly through 
the gift of a pen and tongue almost as fatal in their 
light and graceful deadliness as the wit of Voltaire 
himself. 

The man to whom France has turned in its war 
agony, after trying many other ministries, was born 

76 years ago in La Vendee, a descendant of the minor- 
ity known as the “Blues,” which upheld the republic 
in defiance of the monarchical majority during the 
bloody revolt against the French Revolution. His 
mother considered him the dullest of her children, 
and said that at 17 he had the intelligence of a boy 
of 12. But at that age he suddenly woke up, absorbed 
himself in books, studied his father’s profession of 
medicine, and took his degree as a physician with high 
honors. It is said that on a recent visit to the front 
he halted to bandage a wounded French soldier with 
all of his old-time skill. 


But as a student he also plunged into the turbulent 
politics of Paris, in the role of a bitter antagonist of 
Napoleon III. The elder Clemenceau had been im- 
prisoned at the time of Louis Napoleon’s coup d'etat, 
and the son followed in his footsteps. He was locked 
up for two months in a prison at Mazas for leading a 
student demonstration against Napoleon. On his re- 
lease he fled, a voluntary exile, to “the land of the 
free.” He became profoundly interested in American 
institutions. He spent a month in Chicago and gained 
an admiration for the energy of the Western United 
States which has never waned. 

One day, after attending a debate in the House 
of Representatives at Washington, he remarked to a 
friend that France would soon be a republic and that 
he would one day be its President. Clemenceau has 
never been President, but he has twice been called to a 
‘far more powerful office, that of Premier. 

In 1870 came the Franco-Prussian War, and with it 
the probability, scented afar off py the ambitious 
- young Frenchman across the Atlantic,‘ that Napoleon 
- ould lose his throne. Clemenceau hastened to Paris, 
* arriving in time to seize an important place in the ne- 
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gotiations between ‘ai Government and the Paris Com- 
mune, 

He was speedily siesta Mayor of the Eighteenth 
Arondissement and was appointed a member of the 
Commission on Education. In 1871 he was elected to 
the National Assembly; in the same year he was elect- 
ed to the Municipal Council of Paris, of which he rose 
to be President. In 1876 he was a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and impressed his personality 
deeply on France by his opposition to Ferry and Gam- 
betta, and finally by his leading part in the overthrow 
of Boulanger, The Man on Horseback.” He gained a 

ational reputation as a faithful friend, as a relent- 
1 be enemy and as a statesman without fear or re- 
proach. Back of these qualities was popular confi- 
dehce in his character. “Principle,” he once said, “is 
the base of all success. Policy founded on principle 
must win. Policy ruled by expediency is ruined from 
its very inception.” 7 

Even his enemies credit Clemenceau with having 
lived up faithfully to this motto, and his friends point 
with pride to the fact that he has always remained a 
poor man, despite countless opportunities to enrich 
himself. Only twice has the cloud of scandal menaced 
him. As to the first occasion, time has acquitted him 
completely; as to the second, one must take into con- 
sideration the point of view of France in matrimonial 
matters. 

It was the Panama Canal scandal of the early nine- 
ties which first assailed his name. It will be remem- 
bered that a French company, with Ferdinand de Les- 
seps as president, undertook to dig a canal at Panama; 
and that the work being threatened with disaster, brib- 
ery was resorted to on an unprecedented scale in the 
hope of retaining the confidence of the public and ob- 
taining additional funds. Newspapers were subsi- 
dized and members of the Chamber of Deputies cor- 

rupted. Later the e Was declared bankrupt 
and dissolved. 


In the uproar which attended these disclosures, a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, Deroulede, pub- 
licly denounced Clemenceau, a fellow Deputy, as “a 
traitor to his country.“ The lie was passed and a 
duel ensued. Deroulede fired and missed; Clemenceau, 
with a smile, fired in the air. He easily disposed of the 
charges of treason, but his constituency declined to re- 
elect him in 1893. 


During the following decade he established a great 
reputation as a journalist, founding the famous paper, 
“L’Aurore.” With Emile Zola, he took a daring and 
energetic part in the defense of Dreyfus, and during 
that stormy period never entered his home save by a 
secret way, in order to foil assassins. 


It was about this time, too, that domestic troubles 
began which resulted in a divorce for his American 
wife. In this connection the name of Mile. Suzanne 
Reichemburg of the Comedie Francaise was often men- 
tioned. Gen. Boulanger finally supplanted Clemenceau 
la the affections of the fragile actress. Mme. Clemen- 
ceau obtained a divorce and returned to the United 
States. At that time the couple had three children, 
nearly grown, two daughters and a son. 

In addition to his journalistic work, Clemenceau 
wrote novels and social studies. He returned to politics 
in 1902 as a member of the Senate. In 1906 he obtained 
his first portfolio, that of Minister of the Interior in 
the Sarrien Cabinet. A few months later he was 
Premier, and created a sensation by appointing as his 
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Gen. Picquart. | 


‘With commanding majority in Parliament and 
with a Cabinet composed of devoted personal follow- 
ers, Clemenceau was for several years the strongest 
ruler who had up to that time emerged in the third 
republic. He followed a vigorous anti-clerical and anti- 
Socialist policy. But finally he himself was tumbled 
out of office, tasting the medicine which he had so 
often administered to his predecessors. 

He remained in politics as the commanding figure 
in the Senate, and next came into great prominence in 
1912 through the destruction of the notorious Caillaux 
ministry. This brillant but unsavory worthy was 


Minister of Finance in the Monis Cabinet, and soon aft- 


erward became Premier. 


Clemenceau had been on a lecture tour in South 
America to refill his always depleted purse, and on 
his return consecrated himself to study of the new Mo- 
roccan pact which had been negotiated with Germany. 
The results of his investigations, published in his news- 
paper, convulsed France and probably saved the Anglo- 
French entente. The article which crushed Caillaux 
is an excellent sample of Clemenceau’s rapier-like style. 

France is ruled, he began, by an invisible autocracy 
of stock jobbers and international money lenders. The 
statesmen and the people are their dupes. Former Pre- 
mier Monis lived in the densest ignorance of foreign 
affairs. “The Wilhelmstrasse lived by selling the se- 
crets of the Quai d’Orsay to Downing street,” said the 
writer. 

Whilom Premier Monis had heard of Morocco before 
he formed a ministry, but he heard little or nothing of 
the place later on. Some of his colleagues (among them 
Caillaux) opened negotiations with the Wilhelmstrasse 
(the Foreign Office at Berlin), avowing a willingness 
to bestow upon Germany a share of the rich colonial 
empire of France in Africa. All this was behind the 
back of Premier Monis. 

The stupefaction of the Wilhelmstrasse upon hear- 
ing that it could get some of the French Congo affect- 
ed the speech of Herr von Kiderlen-Waechter. Jules 
Cambon, Ambassador from Paris in Berlin, lived in 
an ignorance as dense as that of the Premier. “But,” 
asked Herr von Kiderlen-Waechter, emerging from his 
blank amazement, “what does Premier Monis think of 
all this?” . Monis, replied Clemenceau, thought of 
nothing. It was none of his business. He did not rule 
France. 

Everybody was negotiating with Germany in Berlin 
for a cession of the French Congo—save only Jules 
Cambon. That diplomatist, however, is, after all, Am- 
bassador in Berlin. Why not let him into the secret? 
At last he was informed by a hint from Herr von 
Kiderlen-Waechter. Andre Tardieu, foreign editor of 
the Temps, was the go-between in this clandestine 
diplomacy, according to Clemenceau. 

Then, the article continued, Caillaux seized the reins 
of government from Monis’ palsied hands. He peeded 
nc go-between. He negotiated the cession of the Congo 
on his own responsibility, keeping all a secret from his 
Cabinet. Germany could not believe it. The President 
in his palace, the ministry facing the Deputies—these 
were empty forms vivified by puppets. 


Emboldened by impunity, Clemenceau went on, Cail- 


laux was going to further lengths, assuring Germany 


that the Anglo-French entente could be nullified for 
an understanding between Berlin and Paris. The writer 
also pointed out that Caillaux was an ornament of a 
certain financial group which tried to list Austro- 
Hungarian bonds on the Bovrse in Paris, and named 
the danger of permitting the absorption of French sav- 
ings by an ally of Germany. The effect of the loan,“ 
he declared, would be to commit French finance to a 
policy which would result in rendering French finan- 
cial resources available for the purposes of German 
armament.” 

The scene is still remembered in which the once dap- 
per Caillaux, now disheveled, was forced to confront 
a senatorial committee inspired by Clemenceau. Cail- 
laux fell with a stain on his name, and was succeeded 
as Premier by Raymond Poincare, now President of 
France. 

Clemenceau was a member of the Senate when the 
war began, and afterwards was appointed chairman of 
the powerful Army Committee of the Senate. Although 
as fervent as any Frenchman in his patriotism, he was 
an unsparing critic of the methods of the Government. 
He began a paper called “L’Homme Libre” (The Free 
Man), and when this was suppressed by the censor, im- 
mediately changed the name to “L’Homme Enchaine” 
(The Man Enchained). 

On his election to be Premier and Minister of War 
in November he broke all records in French politics 
by forming a ministry in 48 hours. Even the radicals 
and radical Socialists immediately approved of his ap- 
pointment, although their party had no representation 
in the new Cabinet. Despite his advanced years, the 
French people expect from Clemenceau a strong and 
united Government.

hesitate but a moment before replying, “Why, 

the automobile business.” If your reply 

should meet with skepticism, you probubly 

would become argumentative and offer to lay 
a wager that you were right. 

You «undoubtedly would win your wager, but by a 
very small margin, and when you learnéd what in- 
dustry just now is running the automobile business 
a close second in the race for commercial supremacy 
you would be filled with amazement. It is none other 
than the buying and selling of junk—old rage, bones, 


‘scrap iron and metals; waste paper and similar com- 


modities which, because of war conditions, have be- 
come most ene articles of trade and are in gpeat 
demand. 

Recently there was held in New York the annual 
convention of the waste material dealers of the coun- 
try. It was announced at the convention that the 
combined business of the junk dealers of America was 
now more than $1,000,000,000 a year! Before the war 
the gross business transacted by these merchants av- 
eraged only about $100,000,000 a year. 

Let us compare these figures for a moment with 
some others. In the fiscal year ending June 30, 1916, 
the retail value of all the automobiles sold in the Unit- 
ed States was only $1,069,000,000, or about what the 
junk business now amounts to. 

Pre-war conditions among yarious of the country’s 
biggest lines compare very unfavorably with the junk 
business as it is today. For instance, in 1914 the 
total value of the products of iron and steel works and 
rolling mills was only $918,664,565, that of lumber and 


timber products $715,310,333, boots and shoes, exclusive 


of rubber boots and shoes, $51,760,458, and the prod- 
ucts of flour and grist mills, $877,679,709. 

Before the war there were few American house- 
wives who took the trouble to save their old papers 
or rags, because the effort was hardly worth the few 
pennies to be realized from it, although they had had a 
lesson from the Civil War, when odds and ends were 
at a premium, as they are now. The women of Europe, 
however, schooled in 
painstaking household 
economy, had for years 
scrupulously saved and 
sold their old rags, pa- 
per, rubber and metals. 

It was for these rea- 
sons that prior to the Eu- 
ropean war thousands of 
tons of rags and old pa- 
pers were imported to 
this country yearly. More 
than $2,000,000 worth of 
just one sort of rags, re- 
quired. in the making of 
a particularly fine grade 
of writing paper, were 
shipped here every year. 

And then suddenly Eu- 
rope went to war. Sup- 
plies of all sorts were 
needed at home to stanch 
the flow of blood from 
many gaping wounds and 
a strict embargo was 
placed on old rags and 
paper by the various 
countries. 

Almost immediately 
the ravenous maws and hoppers of our paper 
mills yawned emptily. There were scant supplies 
available to feed to them. The price of all waste 
material on the American market went soaring. 
Soon, some mills were forced to pay eight times 
the former price for rags or else shut down. Waste 
that sold for half a cent a pound jumped to 4 cents; 
and the mill owners greedily bought all they could get 
at that figure. 

The natural consequence was that the business of 
buying and selling waste paper, once a drug on the 
market, assumed a position of real importance in this 
country until it now averaged about $100,000 a month 
for every million of population. 

Everyone is now saving waste, and second-hand 
book dealers’ have even sometimes found it profitable 
to tear covers off books and sell them for waste paper. 
School children have made thousands of dollars by col- 
lecting and selling waste paper, the pupils of the grade 
schools of Des Moines, Io., having sold $2000 worth of 
waste paper collected during one week. 

What has happened in reference to the increased 
* of waste paper has also occurred with all other 
lines of junk. 

When scrap iron first began to climb it nestled 
around the $2 mark, but within a year it was selling at 
$10 and $12 a ton, with an unlimited demand. Old 
copper, brass, aluminum, zinc, electrotype and other 
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This industry, which before the war did 
a business of only $100,000,000 
annually, has grown enormously, 
until now it equals the total auto- 
mobile business for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1916—Rags which 
formerly were imported from 
abroad now have a real value and 
the same is true of old metals—One 
lowa junkman filled several acres 
with odds and ends and sold the 
total for $100,000 $$ 22 


metals jumped skyward, factories utilizing these mate- 
rials being unable to get enough to meet the demand. 
The great railroads engaged in the junk business 
themselves on a tremendous scale. In one month 30,000 
tons of old iron was dumped into the St. Louis iron 
market by railroads entering this city, yet there were 
still cries for more. 

Not the least interesting side of the junk or waste 
material business has been the recent addition of a new 
side line, that of buying and scrapping old motor cars. 
The enormous production of motor cars in the last 10 
years has, of course, been attended by depreciation of 
the usefulness of hundreds of thousands of old cars. 
The market for these old cars has grown until it is 


now keeping pace with the growth of the motor in- 


dustry. There are in various parts of the United States 
large concerns which specialize in the buying and 
wrecking of old cars.. The business is worth many 
millions of dollars a year. 

There is a possibility that old tin cans may become 
a marketable commodity for the junk dealer before 
long. The tin can shortage of last summer turned 


the attention of the waste material kings tu this source 


of raw material, and in many cities experiments were 
made to det@érmine the practicability of collecting and 
melting the huge quantities of tin cans allowed to go 
to waste. 

Another year of such conditions as those which 
have been brought on by the war will undoubtedly re- 
sult in a price being set upon the old tin can, and it 
will become well worth while for the youngsters of 
the land to turn their attention to the collecting of cans 
for business purposes. 

The big profits to be made out of waste have natural- 
ly attracted the attention of some very astute business 
men to the trade of the junk man, and in every city in 
the United States thousands of men are now engaged 
in this business who would have looked upon it with 
disdain before the war. 

As to the exact number so employed today in the 
country as a whole no estimate has been made, but in 
New York City today there are something over 150 
firms engaged in gathering and selling waste paper 
alone. At a very conservative estimate 40,000 workers 
—push cart men, drivers, sorters, buyers, experts are 
engaged in this industry in the greater city. More 
than 100,000 tons of waste paper is collected and 
shipped from the city every week, 5,200,000 tons every 
year.

Again, in recent 
months, in all our big

sprung up for wounded junk-heap furniture, Which 
is even easier to make over than shoes or 
clothing. With amazing skill, expert cabinet ma ers 
repair the damage that has been done to it by the wéar 
and tear of long usage. Lost and broken parts are 
replaced, new springs supplied and marvels in up- 
holstery accomplished and finally it also fs as good as 
new, ready for the second-hand market. Occasionally, — 
surprising as it may seem, really valuable antique pieces 
of furniture are cast out in the junk heap, on Which 
when repaired, many dollars are not infrequently re- 
alized by the lucky finders. Some of the things which 
are rescued from the junk. pile these days are really 
remarkable. Take old clocks as an illustration. Be- 
cause they won't run and fail to tell the time, people, 
instead of sending them to be repaired, become tired 
of them and out they go with the weekly refuse. But 
that is by no means the end of them, as many are re- 
cued by provident John, repaired by expert clock ma!

“In accordance with your desire that I should state 
my terms, may 1 hope that $40 per week will not seem 
an iniquitous demand? I have, I feel, improved in one 
point at least since our former connection, and that 
is in my manner of speaking, which, as you are aware, 
frequently rendered what I had to say in a degree un- 
intelligible by reason of bad enunciation and rapidity. 
This, I think, I have reformed altogether by almost an 
entire season in a semi-serious part which demande 
slowness and distinct utterance.” : 

Daly seemed to think the young actor’s demand in- 
iquitous” by $5 or $10, for Drew’s next note reads: 

“I beg to say that I will accept your offer of $30 or 
$85 a week for next season. Hoping sincerely that it 
may be in your power—as I am sure it is your inclina- 
tion—to make it the latter.“ 

Ada Rehan wrote applying for a position to play 
juvenile and light comedy. She said a reasonable sal- 
ary would satisfy her, and she later wrote thet $40 a 


week would be the lowest offer she could entertain. 


She had other offers, she declared, “and two, I give 
you my word of honor, are for $50” Her next letter, 
formally accepting an engagement for the season of 
1879-80, accepted Daly’s offer of $35 a week, with 
the understanding that you will increase it as you 
promised should I be worth more to you, which 1 sin- 
cerely trust will be the case.“ 
In the same season, it is related, two of those who 
wished to enroll with Daly were the charming. Georgie 
Drew, wife of Maurice Barrymore, and mother of Ethel 
Barrymore, and Otis Skinner, who were willing to 
accept terms identical with those of Drew and Miss 
Rehan. 

Among applicants to Daly for engagements in 1882
